REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE FOR 1557-8. 


District No. 1. 


The summer school of 8 weeks was taught by Miss Mary C. 
Murry, of Auburn, as her first effort in teaching. The scholars 
were very young and few in number, but both teacher and pupils 
evinced a commendable zeal for improvement. It is thought that 
Miss M. will make a first rate teacher, ifshe perseveres, According 
to the Register, Francis L. Calef was neither absent or tardy 
during the term. 

The winter term of 14 weeks was in charge of Miss A. Underhill, 
an experienced teacher, whose fidelity may not be questioned. The 
school appeared well generally, while some individuals excelled. 
Warren Merrill is reported as neither absent or tardy. 


District No. 2. 

The summer term of 8 weeks was taught by Miss Emily J. 
Parker, of Manchester. This was the first of Miss Parker’steaching. 
She was very mild and affable in the school-room, seldom resorting 
to harsh means. The scholars generally made considerable progress. 
But we are sorry to say the Register was very much neglected, 
Sarah Shannon, Abby Cross, William Shannon, Ann Dickey, George 
Hasselton, and John Hasselton were reported neither absent or 
tardy. 

The winter term of 8 weeks was taught by Miss Nancie M,. 
Fitts. She taught the same last year to the general satisfaction of 
the committee and the district; she has also taught two other 
terms of school the past season in the town. At the commence- 
ment of the term some of the scholars manifested a degree of 
insubordination, carelesness, and a want of clear articulation in 
their recitations ; in fact there was a lack of interest in the duties 
of the school-room ; ‘but at subsequent visits the committee is happy 
to say that much improvement was manifested, so that at the exam- 
ination at the close, the school appeared orderly, and nearly all the 
classes acquited themselves with credit. 


Districr No. 3. 


There was no summer school in this district, in consequence of 
not having a proper school-room. The district has erected an ele- 
gant and convenient house the past season, which was completed 
about the first of January, and soon after a school commenced. 

Tt is under the care of Mr. Frank M. Parker. It is thought that 
Mr. P. has very much improved as a teaches since he commenced in 
this town ; and it is presumed from Mr. P’s. faculty to gain the. 
affection of his pupils, that the school will prosper. The school was 
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visited six weeks after the commencement, at which time 20 
scholars were reported as neither absent or tardy. The school will 
‘continue several weeks. . 
Disrxict No. 4. 


The summer school of 9 weeks was under the tuition of Miss 
Caroline 8S. Gamble of Manchester. She commenced her work with 
energy, and seems to have pursued it with diligence and fidelity ; 
"and the school indicated a good degree of success, if we except a few 
small scholars who manifested a desire to whisper. 

The: winter term of 10 weeks was taught by Mr. George T, 
Brickett of Derry. Mr. Brickett is a prime scholar, and governs 
rather by mild and persuasive means, than by arbitrary power. On 
examination, the school appeared remarkably well, the recitations 
easy and prompt, and it is thought that much good hasbeen done to 
advance the cause of education. Almira A. Senter was neither 
absent or tardy. 

District No. 5. 


The summer term of 10 weeks was under the care of Miss Cyr- 
thia L. Clark, an experienced and successful teacher residing in the 
district. The teacher appeared to be faithful, and there is no doubt 
of her ability to teach, and that she would have succeeded better in 
another school; but for some reason. the school was noisy and the 
scholars did not manifest so deep an interest in the great object for 
which they were sent to school. A part or all of this state of things 
might be attributed to a partial absence of a number of the scholars 
on account of sickness; some of the scholars hewevermade laudable 
improvement. Emily A. Kimball was neither absent or tardy. 

The winter term of 6 weeks was taught by Mr. Frank W. Parker 
of Manchester. The very man that this district needed, to raise the 
character and aspirations of the school. Several scholars who had 
attended Mr. Parker's school at the vestry attend this term, who 
probably would not have attended had not Mr. Parker been secured ; 
who added much to the character and stability of the school. The 
‘examination passed off to general satisfaction. Frank Dearborn, 
Olonzo Emery, Ann Dockham and Mary Chase were neither absent 
or tardy. 

District No. 6. | 

The summer term of 8 weeks was taught by Miss Nancie M. 
' Fitts of Candia. Miss Fitts manifested a deep interest in the 
school and a readiness to impart Instruction to her pupils. There 
are some very interesting scholars in this school, probably in conse- 
quence of the interest manifested by parents and others in visiting 
the school and inspiring punctuality and perseverance. Eveline M.@ 
Carr was neither absent or tardy. 

The winter term of 10 weeks was kept by the same teacher, com- 
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mencing after’a vacation of three weeks. Owing to some misunder- 
standing, this term was not visited by the committee at the close ; 
but it is presumed the school was benefitted. Frank B. Coult was 
neither absent or tardy. 


District No. 7. 


Miss Sarah D. Cochran of Pembroke, taught in the summer 
term 10 weeks. She taught the same school last year successfully. 
She was firm and steady in her government, and possessed of that 
mildness which commands respect and gains the affection of the 
children. The diligence of the scholars, and the fidelity of the 
teacher, were attested by the character of the exercises at the close 
ofthe school. George B. Webster, Susan HE. Russell, Jane G. 
Clark, Susan E. Moore, and Ann 8. Webster were neither absent or 
tardy. 


The winter term of 8 weeks was taught by Abbie C. Southard 
of Auburn. Miss 8. is quiet, but prompt and energetic in her 
manners, and succeeds wonderfully in governing her pupils and in 
arousing their minds to a cheerful and lively interest in the appro- 
pfiate work of the school-room. It will be unnecessary to mention 
the improvement of the scholars, when it is stated that a large 
number of parents and friends were present. 


Disrrict No. 8. ~ 


The summer term of 8 weeks was kept by Miss Lucy A. Robinson 

of Chester. So far as we could see in our visit, she seemed apt to 
teach, and govern; but by mistake or neglect, her report in the 
register was incomplete. Khoda Brown, Sarah Fox, Willis Brown, 
and Samuel Heath, according to the register, were neither absent or 
tardy. ; 
/ The winter term of 15 1-2 weeks was taught by Miss Persis 
Brown of Auburn, who has before taught in this town, and in this 
district. Miss B., is an excellent scholar, and some of her pupils 
ure far advanced in the higher branches of a common school educa- 
‘tion. The scholars. improved considerably. Rhoda Browa was 
neither absent or tardy. 

A select school of 10 weeks was sustained in the vestry, during 
autumn, under the tuition of I’. W. Parker, much to the satisfae- 
tion of the-pupils and those coneerned, Whole number of schol- 
ars 00. 


TEACHERS. 


Our teachers generally have exhibited marked evidence of their 
diligence and faithfulness in cultivating and enlarging the tender 
minds of their pupils’; yet not with equal success; while some have 
not manifested®all that tact, energy and affection that could have
